It seems that the thing any Revolution can do, without fear of 
public opinion, in other countries, being aroused against it, is to | 
rob the Church and ¢lergy. Of all robbery, this must be the safest 
Kind. So persistently has atheism and anti<clericalism sounded 
alarm over the “wealth of the Church,” that people outside her foid 
have become convinced that she can stand a bleoding every now 
and then,—indeed, ought to have it for her own good. Of course, 
these people do not reulige that dny sort of theft encourages all 
sorts of theft; and that any sort of confiscation makes any confie. 
cation ultimately very easy, . 

In Mexico’s revolutions, f onbery of the Church has been a rule.

A certain Professor Noll (not related, we hope, to the worthy 
RPditor of OUR SUNDAY VISITOR) had a book published some 
years ago by McClurg, on the “history” of constitutional govern- 
ment in Mexico. Of course, the book did not really give the history 
of constitutional government in Mexico for the simple reason that

Granting ‘the Incarnation, Redemption 
even by the God-man’s death is not incred- 
ible; it is only further evidence of perfect 
(infinite) love.

it never existed there. A constitution there was, but it was never 
obeyed. Professor Noll, like all other “historians” who write 
projudices instead of facts, is very anxious to make out a case 
against the Church on the score of her wealth. He estimates, for 
example, that all the nuns of Merico, about the time of the passing 
of the Confiscatory Law of 1866, had an income from their estates 
of some $810,000 a year. Remember, he refers to all the nuns of 
Mexico. These nuns, he acknowledges, were doing an iminense 
amount of charitable work. In fact, he grants they were doing 
practically all of the works of mercy in the Reptblic. He even 
pays a tribute to them. But he does not seem to lke the idea of 
their having an income, 

It would be interesting if Professor Noll would publish the in- 
come of the different charitable works in the hands of Protestants 
in the United States, By getting at the population of Mexico and 
also at the Protestant population of the United States, we would 
have a fair idea then 4s to whether or not these nuns had for their 
educational Work, their hospital work, their orphanages, etc., etec., 
too largé an amount of endowment. ‘There are many Protestant 
charities In the United States which, singly, have an income very 
close to the entire amount which Professcr Neil ects down as that 
of all the nuns of Mexico, 

On page 191 of the Professor's book, which, by the way, ts 
called: “From Empire to Republic,” he estimates the total wealth 
of the clergy at the same period as $90,000,000. He does not ex- 
plain in what this wealth consisted; but on page 184, he speaks of 
& great deal of unproductive land in the hands ef the Church. 
Now, if the entire wealth of the clergy of Meéxicm amounted to 
$90,000,000;"and some of it was in unprofitable land, the ‘total em 
dowment of the Church in Mexico could not possibly have been 
more than three and otte-half million dol’ars annually. Mh happens 
that my business is to know something about missions, not only 
Catholic, but of Protestant as well. I know, for example, that the 
income of the organized Methodist body in the United States, for 
missions alone, exceeds the amount of three and one half-million 
dollars annually; that Presbyterian missions have eren a larger 
revenue; and that Congregational m'‘ssions are not very far behiod. 
In this I figure the income of both home and foreign mission boards 
as well as the income of diocesan or conference missions. The 
Episcopal church, which represents less than a million people in 


America, has certainly an income, for missions alone, of half this , 


amount. Figure out the other denominations for yourself. Now 
“missions” is onty one item of income for the different Protestant 
churehes. There are still the educational works, including endowed 
universities, colleges, hospitals, and others that might be con 
sidered. Yet I-have not heard any one suggesting that this “wealth 
“is extessive.” Why then, was an income of less than three and one- 
half millions for all the works of the Mexican Church considered 
excessive? 

The value of all the Church property of all the religious de- 
nominations in the State of New York alone, according to Dr. Car- 
roll, is over $140,000,000; in Illinois over $39,000,000; in Massa- 
chugetts over $46,000,000. For the whole United States, the value 
of Church property is over $679,000,000, It must be remembered 
that these figures represent the wealth in property, and it goes not 
include endowments, for which we have no figures. 

Again, how many individuals in the United States have an ‘in- 
come of more than three and one-half millions a year? At a guess, 
I venture to say twenty. Of course, | know I am too conservative. 
Yet there seems no danger of a revolution to confiscate what these 
péople have accumulated. How. many single universities in the 
United States have endowments which bring them in an income of 
over a million dollars a year? Surely there are at least six, There 
may be some single institutions whose endowments would équal 
the entire former income of the: Catholic Church in Mexieo, And 
yet this wealth of the Mexican Church represented endowments 
which had been made from the
